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HOSPITAL PROFILES - HAROLD JOSEPH SULLIVAN 


As creatures of habit, we take many things for 
granted and that is especially true of us at H.S.S. 
We work all day long accepting the proper function- 
ing of the heating, lighting, ventilation and all 
the hundreds of engineering and maintenance services 
afforded us without a thought to what keeps them 
operating. It is only when something breaks down 
that we suddenly realize there are men behind these 
services and quickly call extension 91 for help. 
Supervising the Engineering and Maintenance Depart- 
ments is @ quiet, industrious, competent man called 
Harold Joseph Sullivan, known as "Sully" to most of 
us. He is our Chief Engineer in charge of all 
maintenance. 


Sully has always been a hard-working individual 
determined to achieve whatever goal before him, and 
he inherited his industriousness from his parents and 
grandparents. His grandparents came from County Cork 
and settled on a farm in Potsdam, New York. Their 
om v work was laborious in those days because farming was 
vastly different from present day scientific and mechanical methods. But they were ambitious 
to see that their children receivalia college education andentered professional fields. Conse- 
quently, Sully's aunts, uncles and cousins are teachers, except for one uncle who is now a 
retired District Attorney of Queens. Sully's father attended the Potsdam State Teachers 
College, but upon receiving his degree returned to his true love - the farm. In spite of his 
love for agriculture, he in turn vowed that his children would be well educated, and toiled 
from morning to night to accomplish this. 


Sully's school days were memorable ones because of the ruggedness of the winters in 
Potsdam. First of all, he was not permitted to attend schqol until he was nine years old and 
strong enough to combat the heavy snows which fell during the winters. He and his brother 
plowed through four miles of nearly chest-high drifts of snow which kept cars in garages until 
the spring and impeded horses trying to draw carts to the town. The grade school consisted of 
one school room,and one teacher taught all the grades from the first year through the eighth. 
These youngsters were fortunate because they were given practically individual instruction and 
were not lost in numbers as they are in over-crowded city schoolrooms. Sully's school days 
were not all hardship, for after he had completed his farm chores, he found time before the 
school bell rang to go into the woods and collect the wild animals he caught in his traps. 
These snares were set the night before and released the next morning. He took the pelts to 
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town and sold them for as high as $100.00, in good seasons, and then saved his earnings for 
his college tuition. In high school and college he was a football enthusiast and proved an 
asset to the team because of his rugged physique and agility. Sully has never lost his love 
for the country and returns each summer to his home town to bask in the balmy air and sun- 
shine — but never in the winter! 


Sully was always a great tinkerer, making his own radios, repairing machinery, etc., 
so that it was inevitable that he would enroll in the Clarkson College of Technology where 
he was graduated with a B.S. in Electrical Engineering in 1929. The Clarkson College of 
Technology is one of the leading Engineering Colleges in the country and was endowed by an 
old English family that had settled in northern New York in early Colonial days. His first job 
wes with the Texaco Oil Company as construction engineer, and his work covered almost all 
the Eastern States. Unfortunately, the Depression soon made it necessary for him to look 
elsewhere for a job. About this time, he met Dorothy Oakley and was introduced to her father 
who had been an engineer at H.S.S. for fifty years. The old-timers will remember Mr. Oakley 
and his son Joe, both efficient and well-liked by the personnel of the hospital. Mr. Oakley 
arranged with the Administration to have Sully employed as an electrician's helper and Sully 
accepted the job as temporary. He still wanted to be an engineer and thought he would soon 
find work in this field. However, the Depression hung on, Sully married Dorothy, settled 
down in a comfortable apartment on East 228th Street in the Bronx, and raised a family of 
four ehildren. Years passed. He took many Civil Service examinations, passing them all with 
high honors (the last taken with 119 others - five passed and he was third on the list!) 
Somehow, after passing an examination - Sully always found a good excuse for refusing the 
positions offered him. He soon realized that he did so because he was happy at H.S.S., had 
made numerous friends, and could not tear himself away. 


Our chief Engineer has seen many changes since 1932, when he first came here. He said 
"the only things that have not expanded are the walls of the Hospital". With his ingenuity, 
he assisted Dr. Geiger in designing and building an apparatus for artificial fever treatment. 
The expansion of the Laboratory, X-ray, the Record Room, Ward 5D, and the Kitchen increased 
the responsibilities of the Maintenance and Engineering Departments considerably, but to Sully 
it was only another challenge to be met, and this he did with skill as these Departments can 
attest. During the Second World War, he was on call day and night and often had to leave a 
warm, comfortable bed in the middle of the night to make the long trek from 225th Street to 
42nd Street. Somehow, he managed this without losing his patience or temper and immediately 
took care of the emergency with quiet efficiency. He holds an Electrician's License and an 
Engineer's License. He belongs to the National Association of Power Engineers, New York City 
Chapter of Clarkson Alumni Association, and the Clarkson Technology Alumni Class of 1929. 
This coming June, he hopes to attend the 25th Reunion of the Clarkson Class of 1929 in Potsdam 
and is anticipating a pleasant and interesting visit with his old classmates and professors. 


Sully's home life is a comfortable, happy one,made so by his friendly, competent wife 
Dorothy. Mrs. Sullivan had worked for several years as a secretary in our Record Room. 
Because of her own experiences and that of her family at H.S.S., she has maintained a loyalty 
to the hospital which has been extremely helpful to Sully in his devoted service. Turner, 
the oldest son, is in Alaska in the Air Force. Patricia has enrolled in the Potsdam State 
Teachers College attending classes in the same building her grandfather attended. Marion is 
in Cathedral High School and Joseph is attending St. Agnes Parochial School. Sully spends his 
time at home watching wrestling on television, tinkering with the set, reading Television and 
Radio magazines, and keeping up to date on literature in electrical and engineering technology. 
He has always kept abreast of new methods in these fields, striving for improvement. 


Sully was most grateful when Mr. Keller recognized his special talents and faithful 
service by promoting him to the position of Chief Engineer in charge of all maintenance. 
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He has confirmed Mr. Keller's good judgement by proving an excellent executive. He is well- 
liked and admired by his staff and receives their complete cooperation. Now he is looking 
forward to "growing up" with the new Hospital. He is already attending job meetings with 
all the trades and offering his vast store of knowledge and experience in the field of 
hospital engineering for the securing of the best service in the New Hospital. We are 
looking forward to our move at the end of the year with confidence, for we know that our 
work-a-day comforts will be competently attended to by our enterprising, loyal and faith- 
ful Chief Engineer. It is inevitable that the same undaunted spirit that helped him over- 
come the harsh winter in Potsdam, to supplement his income by trapping, and to increase 
his knowledge in the technological field will urge him on to accomplishing greater services 
in the new building. We are most fortunate to have such an exceptional Chief Engineer.

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Where do we go from here? 


No time for spring fever this year--Too much to do-----Before it is too late, 
hurry up to the New York Botanical Gardens in Bronx Park to see the miniature village 
of Holland. You will stroll along a path lined with thousands of tulips, narcissus, 
hyacinths, grape hyacinths and other spring bulbs. As you approach the little village 
you will see along a cobblestoned street a typical Dutch windmill and a cottage and 
church which face a field of tulips. April 25th is the last day you can enjoy this 
spectacular display of spring bulbs.........While up at the Botanical Gardens you might 
like to visit the century-old Snuff Mill which has recently been restored and opened to 
the public. Years ago this old mill was used by Pierre Lorillard to manufacture snuff 
and other tobacco products. Now it serves as a meeting place for garden clubs and also 
houses a new restaurant and snack bar which is open from 10 A.M. to 6 PeMecececcececcece 
Original flower prints and watercolors by Pierre Joseph Redoute are being exhibited at 
Audubon House (1130 Fifth Avenue) through May 14th (Monday through Fridays 9 - 5). 
Redoute was flower painter for Queen Marie Antoinette and Empresses Josephine and Marie 
Louise and his work was highly regarded by Audubon. The prints and water colors have 
been loaned by the National Museum of Luxembourg, M. Le Gallais, Minister from Luxembourg 
and others to make this exhibit - the first public exhibition here - possible........ee. 
Activities in doll life that we human beings seldom have the opportunity to observe, may 
be glimpsed in a series of delightful scenes in "Parade of Dolls" at the Museum of the 
City of New York (103rd Street and Fifth Avenue.) There are dolls playing with their 
children or tending their sick enfants, there are dolls performing household chores or 
packing trunks for a vacation trip. There are dolls dancing gayly around a maypole or at 
an elegant dinner party. In the background is a large doll house of the 1880's. At its 
entrance in a magnificent landau are a bride and groom two elegantly dressed china dolls 
that were once sold to raise money for the civil war wounded. All told there are over 100 
dolls ranging from the early 19th century papier mache types to modish dolls of the pres- 
ent. Children and adults alike are enchanted by this "Parade of Dolls" which will stay 
at the Museum through the summer........Sight-seeing yachts are cruising around Manhattan 
again. The Circle Lines Steamers leave from the Battery daily at 10:30 A.M. and 2:30 P.Me, 
and the Day Line Sightseeing Company Steamers leave from the foot of West Alst Street daily 
at the same time. On both Lines a lecturer accompanies each trip and points out and des- 
cribes landmarks and other points of interest along the waterways. The boats follow a 
course circling the Statue of Liberty then up the East River through Hell Gate, and the 
Harlem River to the Hudson River, passing under something like 19 bridges including the 
Brooklyn, Manhattan and George Washington. After three fascinating hours the cruise ends 
back at the starting point. The cost is $2.50 for adults and $1.25 for children. Bon 
Voyagel..seeeeeees "POPS" Orchestra will give three weekend spring concerts at Carnegie 
Hall (154 West 57th Street) - Friday, May 7th will be "Opening Night" and May 8th -

of Music".....All concerts start at 8:30 P.M., and are very popular, so get your tickets 
now.

De Lys on Christopher Street, is stirring up much praise amongst the theatre folk. As
